The ideal of a republic of letters It 


approach!*!.; nearer and nearer toward 
full realization in the modern world 
What was partially accomplished in 
the prime of medieval Europe by the 
use of a common language in toe ex- 
pression of a common religion* faitto 
is in procetg of accomplishment once 
more with characteristic difference*, 
says the London Morning Poet. It is 
the scientific spirit of th* times that 
bas removed the barriers between na- 
tion and nation, to allow of the free 
interchange of knowledge and of the 
ideals bas-33 upon 
knowledge. 
The 


modern world, by which is understood 
not only Europe, but the American. 
African and Australian continents and 
the Indian. Japanese and Chinese em- 
pires, has 1.0 common language; but it 
has a common faith in the power of 
scientific principles to advance knowl- 
edge and to prepare for its further ad- 
vancemen*. 
We record to-day a fur- 


ther stage in the progress toward in- 
ternational unity in a scientific and 
educational endeavor. 
Columbia uni- 


versity has established in the Univer- 
sity of Berlin a professorship of the 
history and institutions of the United 
States, to be held by a series of Amer- 
ican scholars of repute for one year 
each. The trustees of Columbia uni- 
versity will nominate American schol- 
ars 
for the "Theodore Roosevelt" 


chair at Berlin, and the Prussian min- 
ister of education will make the op- 
pointment. 
These professors are to 


be men of acknowledged eminence in 
their special studies; they are to give 
Instruction in German to the Berlin 
students, and they will be so chosen 
as to present in successive years an 
outline of the history, the constitu- 
tional and administrative law, the ed- 
ucational, scientific and technogical 
work, the art and literature and the 
economic and sociological movements 
of the United States. In return the 
German government will establish a 
similar chair at Columbia university, 
with the object of presenting in Eng- 
lish to the students of that seat of 
learning an outline of German history 
and German institutions. 


The praise due for the bold con- 


ception and prompt fulfillment of this 
scheme for the international exchange 
of ideas and of ideals through the me- 
dium of professors qualified to ex- 
pound them with scientific exactness 
in the language used by the students 
in either country must be 
divided 


among the German emperor and Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler, who, we un- 
derstand, discussed it last August at 
Wilhelmshohe; Dr. Athoff, 
of 
the 


Prussian ministry of education, to 
whose advice tbe scheme owes much; 
President Roosevelt, after whom the 
chair at Berlin will be named, and 
whose wide outlook upon the world 
has given so great an impetus to 
the intellectual life of his country- 
men, and last, but not least, James 
Speyer, whose splendid gift of $50,- 
000 has given substance to what would 
otherwise have remained a mere as- 
piration. 
We are gratified that the 


visit which Dr. Butler paid to 
this 


country during last summer should 
have loft upon his acute mind so fa- 
vorable an estimate of the work done 
hy the English universities that he 
should express his hope for an in- 
terchange of the-*ame kind between 
one or other of them aud bis own 
University of Columbia. 
That, too, 


Is an aspiration, and it remains for 
come rich Englishman i> give it sub- 
stance. 
The professorship of colonial 


hlrtory recently established at Oxj 
ford by the munificence of a South 
African is an effort in the same di- 
rection. We are of opinion that an in- 
terchange of professors between Brit- 
ish universities, old and new, and 
colonial universities, such as the Mo 
Gill university, of Montreal, would do 
much to promote that intimacy be- 
tween the component parts of 
the 


British empire, which is for this conn- 
try even more important than interna- 
tional amity. 
Charity should begin, 


but should by no means end, with 
those who are of the same household.

Politics. 


The civil s«rvU-e law* of Great Britain 


are rigidly euton-ed. Civil servants ob- 
tain their positions by went after ex- 
amination, and retain their places dur- 
ing good behavior if competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger. The incoming of 
the new liberal government in England 
will not disturb a single postmaster in 
the- United Kingdom. The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware of 
the fact thai there is a change of ad- 
ministration. There are a certain num- 
ber of higher officials who^e posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
as they are intrusted with the duty of 
tarrying out a liberal and conserva- 
tive policy; but the mass of officeholders 
are secure in their positions, and so well 
fixed is the policy of maintaining a per- 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons-would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un- 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry. 


It is not to be supposed that tbe Eng- 


lish, because of this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a rarefied atmos- 
phere where partisanship has been ban- 
ished, or that party zeal is not rewarded. 
In addition to the 45 leading officials of 
a political character, with an annual sal- 
ary list of $786,000. who step "down and 
out" with a change of ministry, each 
government during its term of life fills 
a large number of vacancies caused by 
deaths, resignations, disability and re- 
moval for incompetence. Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
rule, to members of its own party. Dur- 
ing the ten years of recent conservative 
rule the conservative party has had tlie 
appointment of 35 judges in the United 
Kingdom, with aggregate salaries of 
$1,060,000 a year, in addition to an army 
of recorders, clerks, minor magistrates 
and the like. Many of the appointees 
were conservatives, but the liberal gov- 
ernment will cot touch a man of them 
for political reasons. 


The colonial service, with its 23 vice- 


roys, governors and commissioners, af- 
fords rich patronage, and a ministry is 
always reluctant to give up Its power 
and resign unless compelled to do so, be- 
cause it wishes to protect the political 
officials in office and their personal ap- 
pointees, who lose office with them; but 
the great army of civil employes are di- 
vorced from politics and are safe. Inter- 
est in politics in England is nevertheless 
very acute, and the administration of 
justice and of the several departments 
of the government is quite as efficient as 
our own. 


Coal Miners' Condition Better. 
The domestic conditions of coal min- 


ers who are working the mines of 
southern Illinois counties are becom- 
ing greatly improved. 
Hundreds of 


new mines are being established and 
foreign railway systems are 
laying 


rails to this great source of supply. 
Some of tbe finest hoisting and min- 
ing plants of the modern day are now 
being located in Williamson and Sa- 
line counties, where the veins are all 
the way from six to twelve feet thick. 
It is claimed that at one place 75 out 
of 100 miners have accounts in sav- 
ings banks, and in another at least 
25 per cent, own their own homes and 
have money in the bank. 
One town 


of 6,000 persons has been built up in 
seven years, and other 
towns 
are 


springing up in the region. The in- 
dustry has been a great Irelp to the 
farming comunity, for the towns have 
taken the fruits aud vegetables, tbe 
butter and the eggs at good prices.

But it is possible to adopt an inter- 
changeable mileage system so that 
a mileage bought in New. Hampshire 
•would be good in any part of 
the 


state, while a mileage 
bought 
in 


Maine would be good anywhere in 
Maine, and the same being true erf 
any state in the Union. 


It is not it possible that 
railroad 


consolidation will 
eventually 
make 


the most idealistic mileage 
system 


possible, I. e., one mileage good any- 
where in the country, but this time 
has not yet arrived. 


New Hampshire is perhaps bett'r 


off as regards the 
mileage 
system 


itihan almost any of her sister states, 
since the Boston and Maine controls 
practically every mile of railway run- 
ning through the state. In Maine con- 
ditions are different and 
in 
some 


states one must carry in one's pock- 
et a mileage hook library if frequent' 
trips are proposed. 


The method at present in force in 


some of the states is both coscly and 
clumsy. It should not be allowed to 
exist where its existence is a ser- 
ious nuisance as, for instance, in a 
few of the Southern states.

In 1905 appropriations were made 


:or work by 194 towns and cities, and 
progress in permanent road improve- 
ment was actually made in 55. The 
argest joint fund, composed of the 
:own 
appropriation and the state aid, 


was the J3915 available in the city 
of Franklin. The smallest was in the 
town of Windsor, $268.50. 


The total amount appropriation by 


the state in 1905 for aid in perma- 
nent improvement of main highways 
was $72,478.65; the total amount vo- 
ted by towns and cities, $150,784.50, 
making a grand total of $223,263.15. 
In towns which did not apply 
for 


state aid the amount required under 
the law to be set apart for perma- 
nent work was $46,631-70. Thus this 
aw made available for permanent im- 
provement in 1905 the sum of $269,- 
S94.85.

maintenance is sufficient to comply 
with the law, the selectmen can make 
the required application.

state engineer. Towns that did not 
apply for state aid in 1905 and have 
not expended the amount required to 
be set aside may use the amount this 
year, in addition to the amount they 
shall set aside in 190C, but they can- 
not make it a part of that amount."

•was along in the aitenoon. and 1 was 
superintendiug sonif work n«ar me 
house, when our attention was at- 
tracted by the strange movements ot 
numerous insects and animals, which 
appeared to be fleeing in a certain di- 
r-frtior.. This was the first indk-jilk.n 
we had of the approach of the an;s,

was out of sight, and presenting a 
front of 16 feet. 


"They were headed for the house. 


and we ran there to get things in as 
good shape as possible, as one of tht- 
Indians said they would go all over the 
house.

They went on the roof, through the 
cracks, everywhere, and in five min- 
utes the house was alive with them, 
I saw them devour a large spid.r 
which had the temerity to stand in 
th^r way and fight them. \W burn- 
ed pjper, usc:l hct \voi.cr and gasoline, 
be<u tin pans, and did everything el^e, 
but all to no avail, and after being 
bi.ten once or twice we beat a re- 
treat. 


"Afte-r 10 minute j the ants be-gan to 


leave the house, without having <U,:io 
any particular damage, and they left 
in the same oiderly line as that in 
which they hao approached it, each suc- 
ceeding; column solas over the hou=e 
as it same to it. and then following 
the- leaders off. 
They did no cne<-iaj 


damage. The creatures traveled with 
remarkable rapidity, considering theii 
sixe: I should say at lease as fast 
as a man can walk, and it took over 
half an hour to pa^s. 


"This is my only experience v.-ith 


tho ants, and so far as I cculd £•"-; 'hey 
did no great harm, though the Indians 
seem to be in great fear of them, and 
told me that they would often destroy 
entire c-rops.

Treasury at Washington. The con- 
demned stores were divided into lota 
ajid ra'.cd as serviceable or flrst. sec- 
ond and third class unserviceable, ac- 
cording to their state of repair. 


To follow the rifles after leaving 


the second hand dealers would be in- 
teresting if such a thing were pos- 
sible, and would take the curiosity 
set-leer into many corners of the world. 
Rifles bearing the inscription. "Spring- 
field." have been found in SotKh Af- 
rica, while in the small South Ameri- 
can republics, where revolutions si*.ig 
njj in a night, many of the natives aro 
very familiar with the use of the old j 
Springfield arm.

Many of the second hand deal- 
ers ma!;e i: their business to refit and 
make o\r»r old arms and tihe profit is 
gei.fially large. 


But there are other uses for the 


old rifles. 
Colonel Phipps has had 


thousands of them cut down for the 
St^te schools and academies where 
military tactics are introduced. Thesa 
ai-p knov,-n as the "Springfield cadet 
rifle." aud are made wholly from old 
stock. 


Another use Colonel Phipps has dis- 


covered for the old Springfield ia that 
of making them into fencing rifles. 
For this purpose the rifles are cut down 
to the length of tli-e new magazine 
rifle and supplied with a bayonet bear- 
ing a rubber tip. The arms are then 
allotted to the different posie. Fenc- 
ing is pa;i- alarly bard on the gun 
storks, and by using old rifles the new 
ones are sa .'eJ considerable wear. 


When the Spanish war broke out 


many of the companies which went to 
tfcefron: were supplied with old Spring- 
field rifles, while their enemies carried 
up to date Mausers. There was much, 
criticism rf the Ordnance Department 
at that time tor supplying troops with 
antiquated arms.

THE MAKING Of A lAfKIT. 


ProccMM Through Which It. PaMtt 


••fort Ready for Markot. 


Raaketry it au auciwit art and y« 


Its htttury in quite obacure. «ay* th*' 
St. U>ui» Republic, £v*a Uo word 
"basket" i* Mid to bo of vo«y uu- 
cfcrtaJn e:omolocy. 
In th*> ruin* of 


ancient Ecypt are many repro*euut- 
tlous of baakots ajtd in the Bible bask- 
ots ar« in«ntk>ued many time* aud 
yet who really invented baskets will 
likely always remain m mystery. 


The first attempt at making bask*-'* 


from logs provided for beating m-ood 
of a free textue with an iron Known 
as a "beater." This had the effect of 
loosening or separating the different 
layers into thin strips. In ax-oordaiu* 
with the modem-methods, tbe logs aro 
cut Into short lengths by a steam drag 
saw. 
The length of the chunks de- 


pends upon the sized basket to ua 
made. The chunks are next hurried to 
a steam var. In the ground and thrown 
in. 
Hot water stands in the bottom 


of this vat and in this the legs ar« 
cooked or boiled. 


In twenty-four hours the chunks art 


ready to be remover]. 
As they art 


lifted by a windlass from the under- 
ground vat. a man with an adz stands 
by and, with a dig or two at the edges, 
loosens the bark and ii falls from 
the log proper. A big veneering ma- 
chine now carves tbe log into a -thin 
continuous sheet resembling a web oi 
cloth. The length of log is lifted into 
the machine ami is made to revolve 
slowly coming closer and closer to the 
ktiivee as it unwinds. Were there no 
defects in tie wood, the entire log 
would unwind itself in this manner. 


As the wooden sheet, comes from the 


machine, it is boken off in lengths 
about five feet and carried to the ven- 
eer dipper or splint cutting machine 
The device has a long blade which is 
operated by steam power. It works 
up and down upon the thin wood 
which is automatically fed into it, cut- 
ting off the sheets into mere splints. 
Tbe thickness of the web and width ol 
the splints or stri.ps are regulated to 
suit the particular needs of the b£.sk- 
et. For bushel baskets a splint S2J/£ 
inches in length, an inch and a quarter 
wide and three-eighths of an inch 
thick is used frr a top sic!3 reinforce- 
ments, while a thin paper-like splint, 
shorter and wider, is required for the 
body of the basket. A basket which 
Is of fourteen quarts 
capacity—not 


quite a half bushel—is in use a great 
dea' on the 
markets. This size re- 


quires a s-plint 31 inches in 
length. 


Every such basket has its hoops, its 
uprights, its fillicg and hancMe. 
Tha 


filling is of the thinest material and 
is of beech or maple. 


The strips which are cut for han- 


dles are sent to a man whose soli 
work is to cut them into the required 
shape. lie first places them in hot 
water for perhaps ten minutes and 
linen, taking one at a time in his hand. 
he bends it into shape over a form, 
after which he places it into a rack 
which continues to hold it in the shapt 
it has assumed. 
Another portion of 


the splints go to a force of men who 
do nothing but weave bottoms. This 
work of weaving is done by hand. 
The bottoms are sent :o men who 
stand in front of basket machines at a 
bench. Each of these machines com- 
prises a form just the 
size of tha 


inside of the basket to be made. A 
bradcd basket bottom is placed u; on 
this form and. by means of a hand 
lever, which wedges the form 
and 


braid into ana .her form of slightly 
larger size, the basliot 
is 
shaped. 


The rims are then put in place and 
tacked, the basket released from the 
grip of the machine and turned over 
to the men who fasten on the handles. 


One man can put handles into 150 


dozen baskets in a day. A braider ol 
bottoms turns out 100 dozen a day. 
The man at the machine, who shapes 
the baskets and nails them, can handle 
40 dozen a day. The work in a basket 
factory is paid for bv the p;.ece. 
The 


braider receives jne and a fourth cents 
a dozen f^r rna.1:ing bottoms, the man 
at the machine four 
and 
a 
hall 


cents 
a 
dozen, 
and 
O« 


workman \vho aiTJxes the handle1? a 
cent and a half for tl-f 
1 same number. 


In England the pcor and even the

For hand-made baskets in the United 
States rattan, willow and black ash 
have long been used.

English bounds 
are no: as good on tho scent they say, 
as the American dogs, and they havi 
many traits which are the develop- 
ments of the country in which they 
live whicn render them useless for use 
in this rugged country. 


He may do very well In the gardens 


of England, where they bunt foxes by 
sight, but be will not do here be- 
cause he is cui'.<e. 


A well known hound trainer says: 


Eighteen years ago we brought ovei 
to Richmond County. SUitea Island. 
forty of the best English hounds from 
Meadowbrook and Hathaway Kennels, 
auu they proved worthless. 
They ran 


with a low murmur and we lost them 
in the woods. 


Charles E. Mather, who loves 'the. 


English hound, was deligLiDed with thi 
outcome of the "test" in Virginia, al- 
though it was not won by his fav- 
orite breed. 


"They were working in a different j 


climate fiom their own. The Eng- 
lish climate is moist, and tihe Virgin-" 
ian climate is dry- 
Now, everyone 


knows that a pack Of hounds trained to 
follow a heavy scent, such as hangs 
in a moist soil, will not do as well as 
another pack trained in the pursuit of 
a light scent in our dry climate. 


"In ;he old country they have no 


thick woodland which they cannot ride 
through like we have here, conse- 
quently they have for hundreds of 
years bred dogs without respect for 
their voices, and when we import the 
Erglish dog and work him in America 
w.9 find that their voices are too light. 
When they go through the woods a/ter 
the fox and we make a detour of miles 
to ride around that woods we lose the 
hounds because we cannot hear them, 


"Ov-sr in England, owing to the land 


conditions, they hunt foxes differently. 
The country, for the most par:, is op- 
en, and one can see tbe fox as he runs. 
Whera the fox Icsas the pack, as he 
cleverly does, many times. Uie hunters 
have trained their animals to ruujjack 
to the hcrses and have tae ridors tell' 
them which way o go. 


"\Ve cannot do that in Amar'ca. Wa 


cannot see Mr. Fcx at all, and it if 
strictly vp to tlie dog. \Ve wan: them 
to spread cut and look for the tra.l. 
and not come trolling in looking for 
us. 
So you see we have to develop 


our own kind of dojs in this country. 
The English dogs v.ill not do.

-months to cover~ta*-aaK>unt ot-th*ir ex- 
peases for that period. The principal 
cause for their lailure is the false as- 
sumption that quality of goods and fair- 
ness of prices and of general terms ara 
sure to bring success. After a time—1:1 
some instances a long time—t.'iey dis- 
cover that the foremost, requirement is 
the exercise of prudent caution iu taking 
the initial step to-.vard getting in touta 
with business concerts. 


"In large as well as small Scottish firrr,3 


and joint stock companies the-manage- 
ment. as a rule, is in the hands or cue 
person. As to companies (including co- 
operative and all other societies ecgageU 
in business) division of authority isevta 
less frequently seen here than in the 
United States. Each has a single head, 
and subordinates have nothing to do 
with the affairs of the company excepj. 
to obey the instructions of their chie:". 


"Take the case of a department stare. 


The so-called head of a department ia 
merely the principal salesman' in tha'c 
brancn of the business. He yces cot pur- 
chase for the firm or company. ::or is ho 
authorized to act or speak for the ni m or 
company ia matters outside of bis duty 
as principal salesman. Thesa lacis are 
snpposecl by the heads of eor.^cn.d to 
lo universally known in traCe c:rU;s, 
and if a commercial traveler calls on tiia 
head of a department or iuvilis h:in by 
letter to see goods in a hotel i>au:ple 
room, instead of going directly to tuo 
general manager, upon his subsequent 
introduction to ths latter be i:i;ds iiiui- 
st!t' handicapped by his mistake—arais- 
iai:a which he may regard as tri'<i£l. but 
which ma}r create a prejudice a^u-ii^t 
him that will be hard to overccn.e.

"To call for the 'manager' of the com- 


pany is a mistake. H'U a mistake r.lso 
to enter the business hor.se of 'Jo::es, 
Smith & Co.' and ask for 'Mr. Jones' cr 
'Mr. Smith.' They may ha\e beui c'.ead 
V'or 50 years, and nobody of their names 
connected with the firm since."
